QUESTIONS PLANNED 



«l'HE action of Attorney-Gen- 
^ eral Duplessis in declaring the 
C.I.O. an undemocratic organiiiation 
is a manifestation 'ot'::autocracy in 
Quebec," Neville . Wykcs^ declared 
last night at a meeting of the Poli- 
tical Economy Club to consider 
industrial unionization. This charge 
was further aired by R. A. C 
Ballantyne, president of the local 
American Newspaper Guild, who 
was dismissed from a local morning 
newspaper this summer for his 
C.I.O. affiliations. 

Ballantyne, who was present at 
the meeting through invitation, dc' 
clared himself unable to obtain 
action from the Attorney-General 
in. this case because of the latter's 
assertion that the ANG "is nôt a 
bona fide union." Ballantyne point- 
ed out that, last- Saturday, another 
C.I.O. organization vtas recognized 
by the Government. This, declared 
Ballantyne, was evidence that the 
reason for denying recognition to 
the ANG was the fact that his. 
former employer is the publisher 
of a newspaper favorable to the 
present Quebec administration. 

The Civil Liberties Union is co- 
operating with the ANG in seek- 
ing a writ of mandamus to compel 
Duplessis to act under the Trem- 
blay act to obtain Ballantyrie's re- 
instatement 

C.I.O. IN CANADA. 
In. his speech, Neville Wykes 
spoke of the gains made by labour 
in Canada during the past year in 
Nova Scotia and Manitoba, but la- 
mented its slowness in Quebec. 
Wykes' opinion was that the C.I.O. 
is definitely not Communistic, a 
charge levelled against it by many,, 
since its president, John L. Lewis, 
has shown his dislike of Commu- 
nism on many occasions. 

He also declared that it was very 
vnliketfer that. Lewis would run in 
the next presidential elections, since 
the capitalist press would accuse 
him of treachery to the C.I.O., nor 
that' he would try to form a third 
party by merging ' industry and 
farming since these have littl^ in 
common. He concluded by suggest- 
Ning that the C.I.O. organize a na^ 
tional industrial newspaper; "this 
movement has a great future, if it 
plays its cards wisely," were his 
closing words- 
Don Rennie, the other speaker, 
gavl a short history of the C.I.O., 
which was organized on Novem- 
ber 1935. It was formed to take 
the place of the American ..Feder- 
ation of Labour which had failed. 
He told how Lewis resigned his' po- 
sition as vice-president of this body 
to guide the destinies of the new 
ly-formed C.I.O^. In the steel in- 
dustry, strikes were called, but in- 
some, such as the Little Steel, they 
were only successful in so far as 
to gain better ^vages and hours, 
but not the right to organize. He 
finished by saying that automotive 
and rubber industries came to 
Lewis,, whereas in steel he had to 
go to them and finally declare 
strikes.

L. C. Thomas, prominent Ottawa 
solicitor, will address the meeting. 
Mr, Thomas, after graduating with 
honours from Osgoode Hall, Toron- 
to, began to practise law in Ottawa. 
At present he is the senior partner 
of the firm Thomas and Kennedy. 
The subject of Mr. Thomas's address 
will be "Personal Contact with 
Cod." 



INK. FRANZ BOAS, eminent 
*^ anthropologist; of 53 yeaVs 
standing will speak on "Racial 
Problems" at 1:15 p.m. today in 
Room 250 of the Biological Build- 
ing. The meeting is sponsored by 
thé Social Problems Club and the 
Biological and Sociological Societies. 

Dr. Boas has explored almost 
every field relative to his work, 
including ethnology, folklore, and 
linguistics. After fort^ years on 
thé staff of Colunibia University, 
where he was affectionately called 
"Papa Franz," he retired in 1936. 

He has made an extensive study 
of 'immigration, and has concluded 
that the population undergoes min- 
ute changes in new- environments. 
Already the descendants of Ameri- 
can immigrants have begun to show 
connpletely new motor habits, 
for example, in postures and gesti- 
culation. This is especially notice' 
able in those who' move out of the 
family orbit. 

PROMINENT AUTHOR. 

Of great interest in view of thé 
present conditions in Germany is 
the fact that Boas published in 1911 
a work called "Mind of Primitive 
Races," which has been named "A 
Magna Charta of Self-respect for 
the Lower Races" and which at- 
tacks the theory of race purity. Dr, 
Boas is himself a German Jew; 
- -Dr.- Boas-has -madfr some researdi 
on war. He puts "forward the sug- 
gestion that in primitive times man 
thought it an act of merit to kill 
any other stranger hordes. This 
idea of hate for the stranger has 
descendetl to us in our hate for 
other, nation groups, but eventually 
we will realize that even nations 
are not the largest social units in 
the world. 

The anthropologist, who has al 
ready addressed McGill, will speak 
again.tonlght at 8.30 oclock before 
the University of Montreal oii "So- 
cial Life of the' British Columbian 
Indian."

International Red Cross Asks 
For Aid In Assisting Chinese 

Sacrifices Mttst Be Made to Vphold ^eace and Justice 
—Sino-Japanese Crisis Brings Horrors of . War- 
fare to NoihAggreàav^^

I ET. your imagination run riot for 
a few moments and attempt, If 
you can, to conjure up in your mind 
the state of existence which the 
average student, like yourself, is at 
present leading in China. As he 
appears in the street, his gait seems 
to lack the confidence, the enthusi- 
asm, of a student; he sneaks from 
doorway to doorway, hoping to 
reach his destination in safety and, 
deep in his -heart, doubting if he 
will ever return alive. Why does 
hé not walk boldly and courageous- 
ly? 

You students who live in peace 
and safety, far 'from war and the 
weapons of war, you cannot under- 
stand or- appreciate his emotions. 
For, have you ever heard the dron- 
ing roar of airplanes overhead, 
vomiting their load of death and 
destruction on all sides around you; 
seen the earth torn up; and heard 
the shrieks of ..humans torn limb 
from limb and thrown to the winds? 
Have you ever seen grief -stricken,, 
half -crazed mothers;^ dig frantically 
in the scattered debris, dl ruined 
homes for, the mangled,' crushed 
bodies of the little loved ones? 
Have you ever walked in the street 
arm in arm with a friend, heard a 
mumbling noise overhead, looked 
up, and suddenly found yourself 
alone— with »> corpse? No, you walk 
about the open in confidence and 
safety and yet, in China, thousands 




like you are being mowed down, 
massacred, even as they appear. 
Why is this? Wherefore tliis car- 
npge? 

The 'Chinese, a peace-loving, sin- 
cere and patient people, striving 
fbr national unity and international 
equality by means of modernization 
and benevolent government, are the 
principle actors in a sanguinary 
drama 'enacted^ because ^ another 
nation, pursuing a policy of selfish 
interference 'and doniination, see 
fit to butcher their cousins. That 
is why non-participants, innocent 
women and. children, undefended 
churches, hospitals and schools, 
have suffered losses beyond cal 
culation. In Shanghai alone, in two 
weeks, tens of thousands have been 
killed and without exaggeration 
millions more rendered homeless, 
starving and destitute, turnipg with 
their last spark of hope to the Red 
Cross for medical care, food and 
shelter,, and why? Because they 
want to live their own lives— to 
defend their land and possessions 

In their hour of trial and sacri^ce 
the Red Cross appeals to all civilised, 
peoples to "share a sense of respon- 
sibility in this perilous hour and to 
adopt whatever measures are within 
their power to set in motion the 
corporate conscience of the ChriS' 
tian world.'' Shall we, the nations 
of tomorrow, stand by and let them 
faU7

Padlocked Pending 
Police Probe 



JN the traditional barker style, 
Glyn Owen and Ted Piper 
assembled a large crowd of 
students to participate in the 
hustings on the steps of the Arts 
Building at one o'clock yester- 
day. The subject concerned 
was the presentation of a protest 
against the banning of the film 
"Emile Zola" to the. Quebec Board 
of Censors. 

Glyn Owen described briefly how 
the protest had come into being al 
a recent meeting of the Social Prob- 
lems Club, when it was decided that 
there was absolutely no reason why 
the film should not be shown in 
Montreal. 

"Now that Look, Pic, and Coronet 
have been banned, where will we 
find suitable pictures 'for our bed- 
room walls?" asked Ted Piper dra- 
matically. Several suggestions were 
offered, the most appropriate being 
that of Esquire. Piper declared that 
there was no obscenity or other ob- 
jectionable material in "The Life of 
Emile Zola." 

SKIT PRODUCED. 
While Piper was talking, a gen- 
tleman- in a top hat and brown 
overcoat took a keen interest in the 
proceedings: He turned out to be 
a French politician; and the skit 
that followed was based on the re- 
ception that a group of students 
from another university received 
from a certain honourable member 
of the city administration, when 
they arrived to protest the holding 
of a supposedly Communist meet- 
ing. / • 

The great man told the students 
that he could do nothing for them 
under the circumstances, but that 
if they chose to start a riot. ... A 
lively scuffle ensued, but it did not 
please him. "I am a bceg man," he 
insisted, "I must have a beeg riot." 
He ended by padlocking Piper on 
the charges of drunkenness, dis- 
orderly conduct, sedition, blas- 
phemy, inciting to riot, and last 
but not least, "committing Com- 
munism." 

The part of the politician was 
ably handled by Reuben Ship, with 
Hugh Farrell as the leader of the 
student delegation. 



Babkin Speaks On 
Hearing In Dogs 

An unusual address will be pre- 
sented before the Conservalorium 
of Music today at four o'clock 
when Dr. Boris B. Babkin will 
speak on "Auditory Capacity in 
Dogs." 

Dr. Babkin, of the Department of 
Physiology, is keenly interested in 
music, specializing in Russian types, 
and even playing the balalaika him- 
self. However, having carried out 
a great many experiments on the 
sound sensitivity of dogs and cats, 
he has chosen to describe some of 
his investigations, and to illustrate 
his address with blackboard draw- 
ings. 

Dr. Babkin. will describe the 
analytical capacity of the brain of 
the dog, and the mechanism by 
which the animal distinguishes be- 
tween sounds and sound combina- 
tions. The executive feel that this 
topic should prove of interest to an 
audience of musicians as canine and 
human brains react in a similar 
fashion.

Architects Hold Trip 
To Hampstead Church 

On Wednesday, the 24th ,of 
November, the students of the First 
and; Second^ years of the School of 
'AÏclMecîure' spent' the morning in 
Hampstead inspecting the new Ang- 
lican Church of Saint Matthew, 
accompanied by Professor Philip J. 
Turner, Professor of Building Con- 
struction. 

Mr. A. Campbell Wood, of the 
firm of Hutchison * and Wood, 
architects, met the students and 
conducted the tour of inspection 
giving a full description' of the 
construction and architectural de- 
tails. 

The church is situated on Dut- 
ferin Road near Cote Saint Luc 
Road and for the past few years 
the services have, been conducted- 
in the basement storey. Thé com- 
pleted building is a brick adaption 
of the Gothic style, with the in- 
terior finish of ■ artificial stone, 
plaster and Ten Test.. It has seating 
accommodation for 666 persons, ex- 
clusive of 36 in the choir and a side 
chapel, for early morning services, 
seating 64 persons. 

Recreation facilities are provided, 
as well as full facilities for the 
choir and clergy,

Board of Censors for Moving 
Pictures, to the student -committee 
at noon yesterday, when they pre- 
sented their protest against the 
banning of "The Life of Emile Zola." 

The resolution concerning the ban 
was passed at a meeting of the So- 
cial Problems Club, and ratified by 
a large number of students who at- 
tended the hustings on the Arts' 
Steps yesterday. 

NO STATEMENTS. 

While receiving the resolution, 
Mr. Beaulac said he would make no 
other statement than the above.- 
Asked if he would declare any of ^ 
his reasons for prohibiting the film, 
Mr. Beaulac said: "I have no state-'|,f 
ment to make. I am very much hon- 
ored at receiving this delegation, 
but you must remember that I am 
only a very humble Civil Servant." 

Ted Piper, Law member of the 
Student Committee, pointed ■'tjut.. 
that legally the Board of Censors 
has absolute control of motion pic- 
ture censorship in the province, and 
that, subject to the rules laid down 
by themselves, they enjoy complete 
freedom of action in this regard. 
The students appealed to 'Mr. Beau- 
lac, he said, as the only man legally 
qualified to explain why a film 
which contained nothing obscene, ;, 
immoral, or ofTensive to any race or ' 
religion in the province, should 
have been banned. Mr. Beaulac re- 
plied that he had nothing to say. 

Pierre Duchastel, representing the 
Engineering Faculty and French- 
Canadian students at McGill, statedly 
that since the name of Zola was re- 
garded as anathema by certain peo- 
ple in this province, possibly the 
prominence given to the name in 
this particular picture might be the 
reason. He went on to point out 
that "Nana," which was approved 
by the Censors, did not publicize 
the name, save in a small notice to 
the effect that the story of the pic- 
ture was taken from thé novel by 
Emile Zola. 

"Oh, no," exclaimed Mr. Beau- 
las, "all mention of Zola was cut.;, 
out of that picture." 

Duchastel declared that he would 
not have known that the picture; 
was based on one of Zola's novels,' 
had he not seen such a notice) at 
the beginning of the picture, but 
Mr. Beaulac insisted that the name 
had been completely cut out.

arrived upon them unobserved and 
immediately dropped our load of 
iexplosives. I remember that one group of 
horsemen gave me the impression of a 
biidding rose as th&tlbonibs fell in their 
.midst. It was cxceptibnaliy good fun and 
they were easy to hit as we were' not too 
high up. They offered a perfect target". 

This statement, despite its remarkable 
similarity, is not that of a three-year-old 
gleefully describing the nianouvers of toy 
Boldiers., It is the aesthetic appreciation of 
VËÎorîo:' Mussolini of the joys of killing 
human beings in Ethiopia. 11 Duce's off- 
spring terms war "tlie quintessence of 
beauty". The book which gives expression 
■to these noble Caesarian sentiments is pre- 
faced with a statement that its intention 
is "to have Italian youth learn from a 
young man what it feels like to be fighting 
a war when only 20 years of age and to be 
j^bove war's sorrow, appreciating, only its 
ibeaiities". 

Mussolini, pere, may well be proud of 
his hideous' son who has so well absorbed 
the Fascist ideology. His exposition is 
admirable and sure to evoke the favourable 
criticism of II Duce. People of artistic 
appreciation will relish the account of the 
bombing of Adai-Ado, -which was "swell 
Jjnd had a tragic but beautiful effect". 

This book should have a wide circula- 
tion among sadists, perverts, niadmcn, and 
people who can savour the beauty of killing 
^for its own sake. This ennobling opus is 
fully representative of Fascism. It is 
better anti-Fascist propaganda than any 
. 'décadent' democratic thinker could ever 
manufacture.

propaganda Education 

|NE of the phenomena of our times is 
^ the increasing importance of propa- 
.. g'ànda as a social force. With the vast 
increase in the circulation of newspapers 
Êin thé last two decades and the ristf of radio 
.^^v^itjiin the memory of all students the 
■^^emagogue is able to reach an audience 
■greater than ever before. 
' We who live in democratic countries 
- are apt to forget the potency of propa- 
ganda, but 'we are rudely awakened when 
we contemplate the European complex.. 
Germany's Nazis are astute enough to have 
a special Ministry of Propaganda in their 
. Government and Italy's and Russia's dic- 
tators also- depend mainly on the power of 
propaganda to keep them in power. 

In the face of these conditions it is of 
: interest to analyze the position of the stu- 
dent in the European scheme of things. 
•-Ibçrcdible though it seems, it is the sup- 
posedly intelligent student who has in the 
majority of cases been responsible for 
vintroducing and maintaining an authori- 
tarian government in those countries which 
bavé them, and it is the student body 
which has been responsible for Fascist riots 
in democratic countries. 

Comparing .the position of the Can- 
àdiah student with this discouraging 
. picture in Europe we can find certain 
e^Qcburaging indications, but they' are 
Hai:dly sufficient. Some students interested 
in social problems have seen fit to attempt 
to combat propaganda by counter propa- 
ganda, others interested in socialogy study 
its effects objectively. Nevertheless, there 
is little indication at McGill of a student 
movement to study the methods of propa- | 
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ganda and the means of detécting it in bur 
everj-'day reading. 

This study and exposure of propaganda 
wherever it is found should certainly be the 
function of the student if anyone, for it is 
the student of today who becomes the voter 
of tomorrow and the leader of public 
opinion. > 

In view of this we view with hearty 
approval the establishment of An Institute 
for Propaganda Analysis in New York 
City. Originating with a group of pro- 
fessors at Columbia University this insti- 
tution analyses current propaganda in the 
journals of the day, and publisher a 
monthly letter of its findings. The insti- 
tution is non-political and holds no bias 
whatever. It recognizes that certain 
propaganda if of value while other propa- 
ganda is detrimental to the interests of the 
people at large, nevertheless it confines 
itself to exposing the methods of the 
propagandist at work. 

The establishment of a similar institute 
in Canadian universities would be a step 
forward for Canadian students in the eyes 
of the public, and would certainly be a 
service to the Canadian People. 




BOOK WEEK IN THE ARMY. 



^ITH the Montreal Book' Week coming to a 
close, it is well to pause for â moment and 
consider the Military books in the Redpath 
Library. 

There is an immense amount of material on 
most of thé great Generals, including the des- 
patches, biographies and studies of their cam- 
paigns. There are Regimental Histories and an 
excellent history of the British Army, by the 
Hon. J. W. Fortescue, which give an opportunity 
to study tradition, that tradition which has 
developed the spirit and greatness of the British 
Army today. 

The study of the life of a British General 
or of the history of the British Army would not 
only make a most interesting hobby for the 

present session but would help to form that 
character of leadership based on knowledge 
which an aspiring leader needs. , , 

The Great War (listed in the Library as the 
European War) is excellently cared ,for. In 

fact, there are so many books on this subject 
that the novice is at a loss to find where to 

m 

begin. There are books on the Aerial warfare, 
on the battlefields, on the naval schemes, on 
the points of view of the leading countries 
concerned, on the causes, on destruction, on the 
food produce, on the legal aspects, on the 
literature, on the medical and sanitary organiza- 
tion, on the military life, on moral and religious 
aspects, on munitions, on prisoners, on prizes, 
on propaganda, on the psychological effects, on 
reconstruction, on re-education of the returned 
solidiers^^ on relief work, on reparations, on 
settlement, on social work, on spies, on sub- 
marines, on transport and on the women's work. 
Finally, there are biographies, personal narra- 
tives, fiction, drama, poetry, photographs, and 
wit and humour. 

To start off, one could not go wrong in 
studying one of LiddcU Hart's books. To quote 
from Lord Tweedsmuir: "Liddell Hart is not 
only a historian of campaigns but a philosopher 
who understands the root principles of human 
conflicts. No one. has read so courageously and 
acutely the lessons of the Oreat War." 

Then there are other books, such as the 
Official Histories, the Times Histories, short 
histories by such authors as Col. Repington. 

Now, perhaps, one is ready to consult thé 
■bibliographies and branch off into the parti- 
culâr branch in which one is interested. 

McGill students should be proud that they 
have the opportunity of „using, this collection, 
doubtless one of thç finest cbÏÏècÛon of military 
books in the Dominion.^

FASCISM IN QUEBEC? 
piEPERCUSSIONS of the recent cancellation 
of meetings in Montreal because of threats 
of violence by our sister Universjty are seen 
in an editorial in the University of Alberta 
student paper. Commenting on the incident, 
the writer says, "The important point in all this 
is not the aims. and principles of the Communist 
party. Neither is it the fact that the Mayor of 
Montreal was weak-kneed enough to refuse a 
lawfully-organized association permission to 
hold a meeting simply Because a delegatioi^ of 
students called at his office and demanded that 
he refuse. The point is that the group of 
students who were evidently opposed to Com- 
munism should have taken the methods they, 
did to stop the meeting. 

"The methods used in Montreal have 
already been used in Berlin and Rome with 
considerable success in stifling democracy. 
Fascism, IJazilsm, and Communism. ... are a 
state of mind. . . . which refuses to listen to the 
other when it disagrees with him. When this 
state of mind appears in a large group of 
university students, it is time that we stopped 
to examine ^the educational system which made 
such' a performance possible." 

Are our Universities teaching the method 
of tolerance, or are they closing and narrowing 
the minds of students? That is the question to 
be answered. -

■THE- LIFE OF EMILE ZOLA." 
pOMMENT in the student publication of Laval 
^ University regarding the banning of thé 
above fUm admits that there is nothing in the 
film Itself which mèrits its banishment The 
name of Zola is the only reason which one. can 
offer as an explanation of the action of the 
censors. But, states the "L'Hebdo" further, if 
the provincial censors believed that the showing 
of this film would incite the moviegoers to buy 
Zola's books, then that is sufficient reason to 
interfere. That, we think, is a reason for the 
ban, but what a reasonl 



"A Problem of Empire: India" 
was the theme of an address given 
at the Engineering Institute of Can- 
ada, last evening;, by Rev. FR. J. 
C. Beaudin, Ph.D. Father Beaudin 
cited the numerous problems which 
confront England in India. Mili- 
tary, social, educational, and re- 
ligious difficulties converge into one 
great problem, that of religion. The 
solution to all of them is a matter 
of vital importance, and extremely 
difficult in a land that is so diver- 
sified in geographical aspect and 
so densely populated, especially so, 
because of the caste system, and 
differences of languages. 

India has a population of 350,000,- 
000, including all races, colours, and 
religions. The vital interest of Eng- 
land in India is one of economic 
importance, to find an otjtlet for 
thë products of a highly industrial- 
ized nation. Great Britain must 
spend millions to protect the Indian 
Empire and a naval base main- 
tained at any 'cost 

The Hindus are the agents of 
their own hardships and there can 
be no hope for betterment unless 
extreme changes are brought about. 
In the shadows of temples and the 
palaces of ' immensely wealthy 
rajahs are the humble hovels of 
lowly people eeking out a bare 
existence. 

Gandhi sees the salvation of .India 
in a return to the ways and customs 
of .the ancients. He does not ap- 
prove of manufactures, irrigation 
or machinery and considers doctors, 
lawyers and law courts useless, yet 
he is a lawyer of no mean talent 
Ghandhi would . boycott BrUish 
goods and refuse to pay takes. More 
radical leaders have' taken his 
place; they insist on immediate 
freedom regardless of the toll on 
human lives. These leaders have 
been inspired abetted and aided by 
the U.S.S.R.— a statement made by 
Rev. Beaudin only after a very 
close study and observation, based 
on documentary evidence obtained 
from such sources as the diplo- 
anatic bureau, the British army and 
ifrom Soviet sources. He didn't 
hesitate to say that the future of 
England lii India may be heavily 
handicapped and jeopardized by 
Russian propaganda distributed. 
"Russia" stfted'^Rev. Beaudin "is 
England's most important enemy in 
Asia. Russia will soon be her com- 
petitor in all markets. Her eyes 
are on India as a continuation of 
the foreign policy of the Czars. If 
Japan loses the war with China, 
perhaps in five years your sons 
will be called to fight, a Soviet- 
financed Hindu army. Russia is 
more Asiatic than European. 

Great Britain has some seven hun- 
dred Rajahs and governors in India, 
descendants of Ancient Hindu 
Princes, with inherited titles and 
wealth. These princes levy taxes 
for their own benefit. The Hindus 
would go on the warpath if these 
concededly glorious titles 'were 
taken away, because they repre- 
sent the descendants of the super- 
men of the glorious past 

Statistics show that 95 per cent 
of the population is illiterate. Only 
1 per cent of the women can read. 
Rev. Beaudin cited that there were 
725 languages or dialects; it is im- 
possible to find a leader able to 
master them ay. 

England must not be blamed for 
the illiteracy in India. The Civil 
Service is crowded to overflowing. 
Brahmins replace doctors and pro- 
fessional men, and the young In- 
dians consider time spent in college 
as useless, and have taken a stand 
on the extreme left of Ghandi, and 
will soon be in the vanguard of the 
red host' of Russia. 

Many other problems confront 
England in India. There is a caste 
system, trial marriages, 30 million 
widows, 15 million of which are 
under f|fteen years of age, along 
with sixty million untouchables. 
England doesn't dare interfere with 



time honoured customs.' ".The only 
solution," said Father Beaudin, "is 
in the Christian religion. A miracle 
must happen or the bloody Gods 
will \:ontinue to reign. . .

OINCE the current popular pas- 
time seems to be commenting 
on the Canadian-American football 
rules situation, I would like to air 
a few of my views. 
IF I was only a "sideline quarter- 
back" or one of the Chcc-Hce, 
Chee-Haw boys from up in the 
bleachers, I would be content to let 
the would-be sports authorities 
speak their speech uncontested. But 
having completed my sixth season 
at the game, both under American 
and Canadian rules, I feel that I can 
speak with at least a pretence of 
knowing what I'm talking about. 
YI7E need only to make a brief rc- 
view of football history to find 
the most convincing argument of all 
in favor of American football. Har- 
vard and McGill opened interna- 
tional intercollegiate football rela- 
tions shortly after the middle of last 
century. Saying that^present-day 
football began' gaining momentum 
along about then, we might say that 
the American and Canadian games 
are children of a common mother. 
By the turn of the century, foot- 
ball had gained a place for itself on 
the American sports calendar and 
the College Board of Football was 
organized as the governing body 
over the intercollegiate sport. This 
is composed of capable representa- 
tives from schools and conferences 
throughout the country.' It has been 
the job of this group, who met an- 
nually following each season, to 
modify the game of football so that 
it offers the keenest competition, the 
greatest safety and training for the 
participants and the most action and 
interest for the spectators. Each 
change in the American rulings 
have been backed by sound logic 
and the close of each meeting of the 
College Board has found the game 
more effective. Such football mas- 
terminds as Andy Kerr of Colgate, 
Bernie Bierman of Minnesota, Lou 
Little of Columbia, Wallace Wade 
of Duke and Bob Neyland of Tèn- 
nessee have added their bit to the 
improvement of the game. I respect 
the type of game these men and 
hundreds of others have striven to 
develop. Who can have the colossal 
crust to say that the antiquated 
Canadian game lacks defects or 
even compares with the game 
whose life's work it has been these 
Americans to develop? 

A McGILL man, above all, should 
be the last one to want to cling 
to the unfair rules of the Intercol- 
legiate League. Our team had a 
good team; it was made of the stuff 
good teams are made of. I know 
this because I was one of Doug 
Kerr's boys myself. The team was 
small and was unusual, even among 
Canadian teams, in that there was 
no athletic subsidy for. the players. 
Each boy plays because he wants 
to. Only the spirit and flght that 
has put McGill at the top of the 
"yards gained" column could come 
from a team like ihis. Yet we foot 
the list. The team that outplays the 
other in the States comes out on 
top in at least 90 per cent, of the
